• Public, client, consumer, and/or 
media attitudes and opinions 
towards children and families, 
especially poor families and the role 
of government.

Economic Factors   

• National and state economy 

• Budgets, shortfalls, changes, trends 

• Societal trends (poverty, inequality, 
unemployment) 

• Private and public sector trends 
(workforce, education, health) 
 
Political Factors   

• Legislative session timing 

• Current or future legislation, 
mandates 

• Agency or government policies 

• Political leadership and priorities  
• Changes in elected officials
